We, Roy H. Hammerstedt and Stephen Schwartz, hereby declare as follows: 



1. We are the inventors of the invention described and claimed in the above- 
referenced application, which claims priority to United States Provisional Application No. 
60/441,396, filed January 21, 2003. 

2. We have read the Office Action of September 1, 2010, along with the 
prior art cited by the Examiner, namely, United States Patent Application Publication No. 
2002/008874.8 (US 748). We are named inventors of US '748. 

3. The specification and claims of US 748 are primarily directed to pH- 
dependent gated pore membranes. At the time of the invention of US 748, we were also 
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developing methods of altering properties of capillary-pore membranes. That development work 
was briefly mentioned in part in paragraphs [0010-0011] of US 748. Together, we conceived of 
the subject matter mentioned in paragraphs [0010-0011] of US 748. The subject matter of 
paragraphs [0010-0011] of US 748 was not fully disclosed and claimed until the filing of the 
present application.
